Economic ‘Importance of the New

Baron Reibnitz lived for several\ 
months in America last year gathering | 
material for the book, an ‘advance copy 
of which was placed in the hands of 
Tus New York Timps -correspondent 
to-day. 

An interesting copclusien at which 
the Baron arrives is that the American 
public ‘concern for currency feform is 
sjincreasing at such bounds that it: is 
highly probable that the Presidential 
election of 1916 will revolve mainly 
around the question of establishing. a 
central bank. 

‘ He attributes the donitiating influ- 
ence that Wall Street now wields over 
the Stock Exchanges of Europe to the 
énormous amount of European capi- 
tal- invested in American securities, 


which he estimates at several billion}, 


dollars. 

It is Baron Reibnitz’s opinion that 
the economic life of no country in the 
world. has béen brought under Stock 
Exchange dominance to the extent that 
the United States has. To that fact 
he attributes the colossal corporate 
expansion of the country in the last 
twenty years. -The system is largely 
supported, he thinks, by the speculat- 
ive passion which permeates the Na- 
tion. 

“It igs \not only frequently cheap 
call money,” says Baron Reibnitz, 
“which induces the American to spec- 
ulate. Itis the inclination that is in his 
blood, the result of his three most 
conspicuous. characteristics—optimism, 
daring, and a ‘sense of: quantity.” 

The author warmly praises the Amer- 
ican unconquerable ambition in the’ do- 
main of trade, commerce, and finance, 
and“his pride in “dying in harnéss.”” 

“If the pursuit of his object does not 
contain sharp curves,” says the Baron, 
“he devises. them artificially in order 
to satisfy his nervous, restless temper- 
ament.” 


BONE GRAFTING A SUCCESS. 


Paris ‘Surgeon Replaced Elbow Joint 
with Part of @ Foot.

PARIS, March 20.—Dr. Tuffier, one 
of the most prominent surgeons in 
Paris, reports two cases of successful 
hone-grafting in a communication to 
the Academy of Medicine. Two of the 
operations ‘were performed more then 
@ year ago, and as the subjects are in 
perfect health there can no longer be 
any doubt of thé success of the experi- 
ment. 

Dr. Tuffier says he was called upon 
to treat the arm of a young man whose 
elbow joint was affected by ankylosis. 
The joint had been removed as the en- 
tire arm was paralyzed. The bone of 
another patient, a woman, whose foot 
had been amputated, was used’ to re- 
place the migsing bone. Dr. Tuffier 
exhibited radiographic views showing 
the arm -and the joint, now perfectly 
healed. ‘The young man after thirteen 
months is now able to use his arm. 

The second case is that of a young 
man whose elbow had been destroyed 
by tuberculosis, Im this case Dr.. Tuf- 
fier grafted cartilage which had been 
preserved for. five days from an opera- 
tion on the-leg of another person. This 
operation was carried opt fourteen 
months ago, and was & perfect success.

Bill Governing - New York Gity Debt 
“Intreddced at Albany.

ALBANY, March 20.—Senator Travis 
introduced a bill. to-day exempting from 
the New York City debt limit subway 
and dock bonds issued: since Jan, 1y 4010.

THE SUBWAY BILL. 

The question Whether the legiklators 
we send to Albany are mice or mew 
is suggested by Assemblyman Mun- 
RAY’s confession that he feels com- 
pelled to withdraw his Stbway bill 
at the “ demand” of the representative 
of @ newspaper that opposes the meas- 
ute, which was intended to facilitate 
the Gonstruction of the dual subway. 
The very introduction of the bill calls 
‘attention’ to the fact that the 
present state of the law is such 
that nothing can be doné under it. 
The bilb has the support of the Public 
Service Commission and the Board of 
Bstimate, and is also favored with the 
Opposition of: certain subway shrickers 
whose influence is shrinking with thé 
a@ppréciation of the futility of demand- 
ing the kind of subways which cannot 
be built except with tax monéy, and 
which cannot be operated except at @ 
loss on the traffic, and @ greater loss of 
intidental advantages. This section of 
opinion regards the bill as a “grab” 
apd an outrage, and it may be left to 
the enjoyment of its pose.

“ THE LAWYERS’ DELAY.” 

It was a happy apothegm of’ Justice 
Biscworr describing “the. law's de- 
lay’ as “the lawyers’ delay,” but does 
it quite let out the-Judges from a large 
share of responsibility? Undoubtedly, 
as the Justice pointed out, é' there is al- 
“ways one litigant who will seek all 
“the delays hé can tn the hope that the 
“other side will die before the case 
“eomes up for trial,” but is it not the 
plain duty of the court to prevent the 
success of such tactics as far ag pos- 
sible? 

We see Ro reagon why postponements 
should not be restricted very closely 
to tho#e cléarly shown to be necessary. 
When & lawyer asks for time because 
he has-not got his case ready, why 
should hé not be required to show af- 
firmatively that it was really imprac- 
ticable for him to get it ready?. And 
why should not the court inquire close- 
ly and decide strictly, as to the valid- 
ity of the explanation or excuse? And 
where oné postponement is granted, it 
seems to us réasohable and imperative 
that counsé] should be warned that a 
second request would be dealt with 
much more severely. 

It is often pleaded that it is unjust 
to @ litigant to: force his lawyer to go 
en whén he is not prepared, but if the 
litigant be the one desctibed by Justice 
Bisthorr “who will seek all the de- 
lays he’'can,”” then there is greater in- 
justice to the, other litigant. There is, 
indeed, injustice to the parties in all 
the cases on thé calendar when the 
time of the court is wasted and the 
miministration of justice is impeded 
by needless postponements. We have 
already called attention to the un- 
avoidable’ mischief arising from the 
lack of responsible discretion in. our 


courts and the want of finality in|‘ 


their decisions. it is all the more nec- 
essary that the Judges, should use the} 
powers they have with firmness and 
deterthination. Unreasonable requests 
for delay and requests not made in 
entire good faith would not beso af- 
ten made if they were uniformly dis- 
regarded. Lawyers are an ingenious, 
persistent and sometimes ' troublesome 
brood, but they have & keen sénge of 
what they canriot safely do ver it we 
made hkif-way sure.

New Haven management can make it, 
for the pregent means of getting to and 
frém the oity, and nét an addition to 
them. In other words, the sommuters 
fear that sooner or latér they will all be 
driven off the main line of the New 
Haven road, which lands them at Forty- 
second Street, and forced to take trains 
trom which they will have to transfer to 
the SubWay at 180th Street: or to the 
Third Avenue elevated at 120th. 

That would meah jourfiéys so much 
longer as‘to time and so much less oom- 
fortable than those now made as to ren- 
der continuéd residence in the part of 
Westchester served by the New Haven 
impossible for not a few commuters and 
highly undesirable for many more. Hence 
threats. of moving away are frequently 
héard in the traing from New Rochelle 
ahd beyond, when the new road is under 
discuésion, and the real éstate men of the 
county ate thuch worried, as Well they 
may bé. 

We are giad to be able to announce, on 
the authority of a responsible spokesman 
for the New York, Westchester & Bostoi' 
toad, that these fears aré groundless, 
these suspicions unjust.’

By Lowering Cost of Products it 
Stimulates Fresh Demand. 


To the Editor of .The New York Times: 

One of the questions frequently asked of 
éfficiericy engineers, particularly by eiiployes 
and those interested in industriél of social 
problems, ig ‘‘ What becomes of the men who 
are rendered superfluous by ificreased produc- 
tive efficiency?’’, This question was raised 
during. the meetings of the newly ofganized 
Efticiency Society on Monday. « 

Increased efficiency should not stop with 
production. It should include sales as well, 
and that means increased volume of sales. In- 
éreased productive efficiency means decreased 
éost of production, possibly decreased selling 
price, and still more volu@e of sales, for every 
adiestuan knows that the lower his selling 
firice the more goods he, can sell, particularly 
if he ig competing With others. The usual cry 
of a salesman is, ‘‘ I could sell more if I could 
offer @ lower -price.”’ 

The broad anawer to the question, then, is 
that the employes “‘ rendered supeffiuous'’ by 
increased productive effidiency are required by 
the incréased volume, of production to méet the 
increase in sales, due to greater selling effi- 
ciency and lower prices. Sometimes this in- 
oredse“in volume of Dusiness is felt before -the 
productive force has been decreased corre- 
spondingly, resulting in an actual increase of 
the productive force, while the cost per upit of 
production is less.
